I wish to register my objection to the above mentioned by-law 
which was recently passed by Council. 
Some of my reasons for objecting are as follows: 


A. TRAFFIC 


1. There is at present a very bed traffic problem at the 
Antersection of Sherobee Road and the Horth Service Road. 
The problem is eztremely bad during rush hour pe: iods 
and this situation will be aggravated rore when the 
buildinrs that are presently under construction are completed 
and occupied. without adding so manv additional units. 
2. I understood that some form of traffic flow improvements 
were under consideration at the Queen Elizabeth day and 
the No. 10 Highway intersection and it certainly aprears 
that inedequate road widenings are being considered, in 
this proposal, to allow for these {mprovements. 
3. From the sketch of tho proposed buildings on the subject 
site that are fronting on Hurontario Street there is a 
25 foot set back from the building to the Huronterio Street 
lot line. This would appear to me to be a very inadequate 
set back from such a major thoroughfare as No. 10 Highway 
for a development of this nature. I further believe that 
the City of Mississauga should consider establishing a 
policy that would make provisions for much greater set 
backs from major highways than those that are present.ly 
being allowed for this type of development. It can easily 
be seen from past experiences that future road widenings 
will be required for these major highways in a city of 
such growth as ours. . 
4. There is at present a bus stop fronting on these lands 
and I observe that no provisions have been made for the 
bus to be able to pull into a loading ares for passengers. 
I think that this provision should be considered for all I 
areas where lands could quite easily be dedicated at time , 
of development.

For the one site nearest to No. 10 Highway of 188 units 
there appears from the sketch to be 47? above ground parking 
spaces.

{nadequate amount of visitor and above ground resident 
perking allowance. 


I further object to this by-law on the grounds that it 

does not conform with Amendment No. 151 of the Official 

Plan as approved by the Minister of Municipal Affeirs. 

The Minister in his approval added the following section 

to Amendment No. 151 

quote “in the arcas designated commercial abutting Kkins‘s 

Highway No.IO north of its intersection with Kins’: Highwsy 
€ 9 No. 5 and south of its intersection with King Street, any 

such zoning amendment will provide that the predominant 

uses of such areas will be for non-retail comrerciel, office 

purposes, or institutional or recreational facilities."

SUBJECT: MEETING WITH O.M.B. RE DEBENTURE 
QUOTA FOR MISSISSAUGA VALLEYS COMPLEX 


The City Manager, Commissioner of Finance and Commissioner of Parks 

and Recreation attended at the O.M.B. on April 2nd for a meeting with 

Mr. Gordon Blake to discuss the 1975 quota positicn with special reference 
to phasing for the Mississauga Valley Complex. The need for the project 
was described and the facilities to be provided in the Complex were 


Mr. Blake indicated that the Board's immediate policy is to grant 
interim quotas only in respect of essential works including sewers, 

a) roads. housina and transit and that projects snch as recreational 
facilities, swimming pools, arenas, and mmicipal buildings were not 
regarded as falling in the “essential” category. This policy is subject 
to possible modification after the Provincial Budget has been announced 
when O.M.B. policy will be adjusted in line with current Provincial 
government policy. Pending this clarification the 0.M.B. will not issue 
2n interim quota for the recreational camplexes. 


Mr. Blake rejected the suggestion that phasing of the debenture quota 
requirements might be arranged to coincide with the year of expenditure, 
indicating that such arrangements had not worked well in the past. The 
Board would only be prepared to consider phasing on a year-by-year basis 
which would give no guarantee that an initial quota would be followed by 
further quota allocations to enable the full project to be completed. 


Mr. Blake also stated that the Board's position was that the Region of 

Peel was responsible for the overall debt position of its area municipalities 
and that it would only entertain debenture quota applications made through the 
Region of Peel.

FOREWORD 


This report describes the concern of residents on the 
east side of Credit River at Queensway W. for the 


‘traffic patterns being developed in this area. For the 


moment, support has not been solicited from residential 
areas west of Credit River. 


This report shows that excessive traffic is already 
present on Glengarry Rd., a narrow residential avenuc 
between Queensway W. and Dundas W. The detrimental 
impact of these excesses in vehicular traffic within 
our community has been assessed by residents. Remedial 
action is being requested and proposed. 


- Residents oppose further aggravation of this traffic 


problem through proposed widenings to 4 lanes of Queens- 
way W. and Glengarry Rd. Alternative traffic arterics 
are suggested in this report.

SCOPE: 
The Qucensway W.-Credit Kiver traffic artery 
concept and its impact on residential areas cast of 
the river are discussed. Inasmuch as this concept 
has unfavourable ramifications to this residential 
area, a previously committed land utilization, an , 
alternative, feasible traffic concept is proposed. : 


QUEENSWAY W.-CREDIT RIVER ARTERY CONCEPT: 


_#For over a decade, the widening of Quecnsway W. 
and its westerly extension over the Credit River 
has been ideated. Apparently this concept has not 
been realized because the Credit River g0Té°, deep 
and wide at this point, requires an expensive bridge 
structure nor has Queensway W. been widened to any 
extent cast of Credit River f° Highway 410 (Huron- 
tario St.). However, signs on this portion of 
Queensway W. indicate that it may be widencd. 


It appears to us that Queensway W. is about to 
be widened in readiness for an expensive bridge that 
our municipal and regional governments are unable to 
afford for another decade. Current, tenuous projec- 
tions indicate about 1983-4 for this bridge construc~ 
tion. 


In the meantime, cars that will race westward 
along a widened Queensway W., as conceived, cannot 
jump the Credit River. No crisis however, those 
vehicles can proceed north on Glengarry Rd., a 
narrow residential street to Dundas W. (Highway 5) 
with its bridge over the Credit River. A bottleneck!

Of coursc, Glengarry Rd. must be widened too. 
Now it is beginning to look like a north-south 
artery particularly if Erindale Station Rd., 
Glengarry's counterpart north of Dundas W., is 
widened and extended to a cloverleaf at proposed 
Highway 403. Residents believe this concept is 
fundamentally in error. 


ENVIRONMENTAL IMPACT ASSESSMENT: 


Petitions from residents along Queensway W. 
(Appendix I'), Glengarry Rd. (Appendix II), and 
Erindale Station Rd. (Appendix III) reflect concern 
for loss of quiet enjoyment, under the Queensway W.- 
Credit River artery concept. This Queensway W. 
petition includes several nearby residential loops 
such as Talka Ct., Queensway, Mississauga Heights, 
Six Richards kd., Rosemary Dr., Sharon Cres., 
Shardawn Mews, Oneida Cres., Courrier Lane, and 
Pineneedle Row. Further, the Glengarry Rd. petition 
already registers dissatisfaction at present traffic 
volumes, the increased traffic from widening and 
arterial concepts notwithstanding. 


By and large, more support on these petitions 
could easily have been enlisted had not signatories 
been confined to properties adjacent to the proposed 
traffic arteries. The environmental impact from 
arterial traffic, as residents are aware, is not 
confined to adjacent properties. For this reason, 
three ratepayers associations, Glensharon Residents 
Association, Erindale Woodlands Ratepayers Inc., and 
Glen Erin Ratepayers Association endorse and support 
the position and objectives of the residents. 
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The residents’ environmental impact assessment 
oi: this Quecnsway W.-Credit River artery concept 
can be covered, as beneath, under three items or 
subtitles:- Safety, Noise and Exhaust Emission 
Pollutants. 


3.1 SAFETY: 
Residents’ input has opposed this artery 
concept from the following standpoints: 
(a) safety of pedestrians, particularly 
schoo] children crossing the artery, and 
(b) safety of vehicle operators backing 
from driveways along the artery. 


Several indispensible school crossing 
intersections exist on Glengarry Rd., as 
° well as vital crossing points on Queens~ 
way W. at Rosemary Dr. and Pinencedle Kow. 
To Sunicr, public suhuzls uf lucctou vii 
Rosemary Dr. 


Even under non-arterial, two-lane con- 
ditions school-crossing guards have been 
posted on Queensway W. and Glengarry Rd. 
Also, about 9 months ago, a stop sign was 
erected on Glengarry Rd. at Sharon Cres. 
in response to local concerns for safcty. 
Despite this, a study by Peel Regional 
Police Dept. about November, 1974 indicated 
an average traffic speed of 42 m.p.h. on 
Glengarry Rd. - a 30 m.p.h. zonc. 


In view of existing traffic issues with 
respect to safety on Glengarry Rd., the 
magnification of traffic problems by means of 
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artery concepts for Queensway W. and 

Erindale Station Rd. must be discouraged. 
Perforce, residents’ input is in opposition 
to widened arteries with increases in traffic 
speed and volume; viz. 45 m.p.h. and 4 times 
current traffic volume as minima. 


NOISE POLLUTION: 

"Noise pollution is difficult to ignore” 
or abate and it pervades well beyond the 
perimeters of a traffic artery. Im essence, 
traffic artery noise becomes a neighbourhood 
nuisance. Satisfactory noise abatement pro- 
cedures are technologically unavailable. 


If widened, setbacks on Glengarry Rd. will 
dwindle to about 25 feet. With this setback 
restriction, it is impossible to crect sound 
Rarstecs Lhal are functional, soceprabic, Rw 
aesthetically pleasing. If erected, they may 
well be untenably hideous per Queensway W. 
east of Dixie Rd. 


At present, Glengarry Rd. provides reason- 
able setback and an incidence of traffic well 
below arterial levels. Nevertheless, safety 
and noise complaints concerning vehicular 
traffic, notably trucks, already exist because 
of urbanized setbacks as well as its rough 
surface texture. Surface roughness, in this 
case, is the result of construction method. 
This road received a mulch treatment, a cold- 
laid asphalt paving technique during 1974. 
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When trucks pass over the rough surface 
of Glengarry Rd. it may be likened onto 
wagonwheels on cobblestones. Certainly, 
even now,. a restriction on through truck 
traffic must be imposed. 


3.3 VEHICLE EXHAUST EMISSIONS‘ POLLUTION: 

Pollutant levels in our ambicnt air would 
be adversely affected by the establishment 
of another traffic artery within the Q.E.W.- 
Dundas W. corridor. Like noisc pollution, 
abatement of exhuast emissions such as carbon 
monoxide, nitrogen oxides, and hydrocarbons 
is technically difficult and economically in- 
feasible. The best remedy has been to dis- 
perse pollution emitters in order to prevent 
local concentrations of pollutants. 

Recent studies indicate that commuters who 
are exposed to carbon monoxide poisoning in 
the metropolitan core require several hours 
nightly in their dormitory suburbs like Mississ-~- 
auga to recover from this exposure. The avoid- 
ance of local concentrations of pollutants is 
certainly a worthwhile endeavour in residential 
bedroom communities. 


DISCUSSION RE ARTERY CONCEPTS: 


Input from residents east of Credit River 
has shown that the Queensway W.-Credit River artery 
concept must be dropped because of its detrimental 
environmental impact and its need for an expensive 
bridge. In its stead, the Mavis Rd. artery concept, 
see item 5, should be adopted.

Under the latter scheme, several bridges would J 
span the Credit River north of Q.E.W.-Dundas W. 
corridor for the price of a single Queensway W. 
bridge. At Burnhamthorpe or above the river gorge 
is cither narrower or less precipitous than at 
Queensway W. Further, there would be less disruption 
of developed lands. At less cost, the bridge structure 
as well as land for badly needed east-west arterics 
should be obtained north of Dundas W. 


The major future expansion and traffic growth 
in Mississauga will occur north of Dundas W. The 
provision of convenient east-west links there will 
substantially inhibit the growth of arterial traffic 
as well as noise and exhaust emission pollution within 
the developed areas of the Q.E.W.- Dundas W. corridor. 


_ Eventually, as Mississauga's geographic centre 
moves northward because of additional developuent, 
the city traffic corridor actually must be north cf 
Dundas W. The so-called “doughnut of undeveloped land" 
may become the populous centre with office and apart- 
ment buildings. Here a transportation centre with 
appropriate traffic corridors will be required. Now 
is the time to plan for it. 


MAVIS RD.-QUEENSWAY W. ARTERY CONCEPT: 


Under this concept, a bridge over the Credit 
River at Queensway W. is not required. The need for 
a widened Queensway W. as an approach to this bridge 
$s also climinated. In addition, the widening and use 
of Glengarry Rd. to divert traffic from a widened 
Queensway W. until the completion of the bridge (19847) 
becomes unnecessary as well. So is the widening and 
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extension of Erindale Station Rd. to a cloverleaf at 
Highway 403. 


Instead, it is proposed that a cloverleaf be 
planned at the intersection of Mavis Rd. with 
Highway 403. As _a main north-south artery, Mavis kd. 
should be widened to 4, possibly 6 lanes between 
Highway 403 and Queensway W. or even Q.E.W. North 
Service Rd. The widening of Queensway W. east of 
Mavis Rd. to 4 lanes would provide a convenient link 
to Highway 410. West of Mavis Rd., Queensway W. and 


‘Glengarry RU. shall remain as at present, residential 


avenues with two lanes. 


The area surrounding Glengarry Rd. and Queensway W. 
to Mavis Rd. has been allotted to single family, 
residential land use. The remaining pockets of open 
land are even now being utilized in this manner; viz. 
Rosemary Gardens - 21 acres of R-2 zoned domiciles at 
the northeast corner of Queensway W. and Glengarry Rd. 
as well as 13 acres of R-3 zoned homes east of Rose- 
mary Dr. 


The Mavis Rd. artery concept does not conflict 
significantly with previous committments to residential 
land utilization. Principally, Mavis Rd. runs through 
an area zoned for light industry with some commercial 
property and undeveloped land in its northern reaches. 
Throughout its length, ample setback is available for 
widening Mavis Rd. to artery requirements - see recent 
acrial photograph attached. For these reasons, an 
undesireable, environmental impact with respect to 
safety, noisc, and emissions’ pollution within a large 
residential area is avoided - to the east as well as 
west of Credit River. : 
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IMPLEMENTATION OF MAVIS RD.-QUEENSWAY WEST 
ARTERY CONCEPT: 

In order to implement the Mavis Rd.-Queensway W. 
artery concept, appropriate stop signs and eventually 
stop lights are required on Quecnsway W. at Mavis Rd. 
This will designate Mavis Rd. as a major thoroughfare 


or artery, resident: state. 


Importantly, these traffic stops will serve to 
restrict traffic on Queensway W. west of Mavis Rd. 
and to alleviate current excesscs in vehicular traffic 
on Glengarry Rd. An additional three-way stop sign 
should be erected at the northern intersection of 
Sharon Cres. and Glengarry. As a further suppressant 
to traffic volume as well as traffic speed, signs 
should be erected limiting speed to 25 m.p.h. 
Residents also recommend a three-wny stop at Glengarry 
RG. and Old Gurriege RJ. Tn addition, step sigms om 
Queensway W. at Rosemary Dr. and Pinencedle Row, vital 
school intersections, must be contemplated. Finally, 
it is mandatory to post signs prohibiting truck traffic 
at all times. Regular through traffic should be 
restricted during rush hours. 


A very serious traffic problem already exists in 
our residential area. Residents urge that this situa- 
tion be corrected without delay. The immediate instal- 
lation of appropriate signs, as above, is recommended. 
Further, an early completion of Mavis Rd. widening 
between Dundas W. and Queensway W. is urgently required. 
Ultimately, this traffic link should be extended to a 
proposed cloverleaf at Highway 403. The proposed widen- 
ing of Glengarry Rd. and Queensway W. (west of Mavis Rd.) 
and road signs to support this must be removed.

Thank you for your letter of January 
28, 1975, requesting the reimbursement of $70,000 
interest expense incurred by the City in 1974. 


A special assistance grant of $1,400,000 
was paid to the Region in 1974 to help offset 
start-up costs, development of regional services, 
and any extraordinary expenses incurred by the 
area municipalities. This grant was in addition 
to transitional grants, increased unconditional 
per capita grants, and the use of a flat 7% rate 
for General Support Grant Calculations. 


Use of the grant was at the discretion 
of the regional council, and I understand that the 
region apportioned the $1,400,000 among the area 
municipalities by reducing their respective shares 
of the regional levy. The City of Mississauga benefited 
by $994,280 through this method in 1974, and will 
probably receive proportionate benefits from 
additional special assistance grants of $933,000 and 
$467,000 to be paid to the region in 1975 and 1976 
respectively. 


In view of the above, I am sure you can 
appreciate why the Province cannot accede to your 
request.

Unsympathetic 
alterations can be permanently prohibited and there 
is special provision for the expropriation of 
significant buildings on sites. 


To assist councillors we have developed a 
handbook of guidelines which I am enclosing along 
with a copy of the bill. 


Our ministry and the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation are anxious to assist municipalities 
with this important work and I hope you will get 
in touch with us.

The Honourable Robert Welch 
Minister of Culture and Recreation 


at the Official Proclamation of the Ontario Heritage Act | 


Kingston, Ontario 
5 March 1975 





I am indeed pleased that we are able to hold the 
formal proclamation of The Ontario Heritage Act here in 
Kingston City Hall. 


It might well be said that Kingston was one of 
the inspirations of the act that today becomes law. 
This city was the first in Ontario to seek and obtain 
passage of special legislation giving its council certain 
powers to encourage the preservation of buildings of 
historical and architectural interest. This was The City 
of Kingston Act, 1970, and was followed by passage of a 
Similar act applying to the City of Toronto. It is clear 
that a new appreciation of our history and heritage was 
stirring in many communities, and the way became clear 
for Ontario to bring forward broader legislation extending 
province wide the same sort of "powers to preserve” to all 
municipal councils. 


I must say I have personally been gratified to 
discover the extent to which historical interest in 
Ontario has recently burst out of the confines of textbook 
and seminar to become an issue of great public concern 
with widespread public support. — 


In the past year or so headlines such as these 
have become quite common in newspapers across the province: 


- GROUP BATTLING DEVELOPER TO SAVE 
150-YEAR-OLD HOUSE 


- MUNICIPALITY URGED TO APPOINT HISTORIAN 

- F.ONEER ROOM DEDICATED IN 103-YEAR-OLD CHURCH 
- MAYOR HOPES TO SAVE HISTORIC BUILDING 

~ PIGHT EXPROPRIATION OF CENTURY FARM

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It is evident that the people involved in such 
projects are well respected, considering the frequency with 
which mayors and councils Support them; but it is also 
clear that they encounter many obstacles on the way, often 
financial. 


One headline I can Across read "TOWN DOESN'T 
WANT TO PAY 50¢ FOR OLD SCHOOL" while another reported 
"PEOPLE POSTDATING PLEDGES TO SAVE TOWN HALL". 


I will say a little more in a moment about how 
The Ontario Heritage Act is intended to help municipalities 
get on with just such projects as these. I should first 
like to explain, however, that this is just one of several 
related areas of growing public interest about which the 
Ontario Government is keenly concerned. These are what 
you might call the "good life" concerns, because they all 
seek to enhance the quality of life in this province. 


For every individual trying to save an old opera 
house in some Ontario town, there seems to be another 
determined to organize a theatre company or a symphony 
orchestra or an art gallery. For every group concerned 
with preserving our past there is another worrying about 
the future well-being of the people of Ontario and urging 
us all to quit smoking and take up jogging. 


It was in recognition of the breadth of these concerns 
for our quality of life, and our desire to encourage such 
projects as much as possible, that the Ontario Government 
recently established the new Ministry of Culture and 
Recreation. 


The ministry became a reality on January 14, and 
I am proud to have been entrusted with a new portfolio 
that I feel to be one of the major responsibilities of any 
government -- enhancing the lifestyle of our people. And 
I want to take a minute to go over with you the specific 
tasxs we have been given. 


First, we are to preserve and maintain the cultural 
heritage of residents of Ontario with full recognition of 
their diverse traditions and backgrounds. 


Second, we are to promote access to the benefits 
of citizenship and of active involvement in the cultural 
and recreational life of the province. 


And third, we are to stimulate the development of 
new forms of cultural expression and promote the concept 
of individual and community excellence. 


For the moment we have the various activities for 
which we are responsible grouped into five specific areas 
-- heritage preservation....iibraries and community 
information....arts Support....sports and fitness and.... 
muiticulitural support and citizenship.

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pifferent they are....but there is a common a ie a 
substance and a common philosophy about them. 


They are all -- and through them we are all -- 
concerned with the qualitative aspect of Ontario life -- 
of making our province a more habitable, a more pleasant, 
and a more fulfilling place for all of us. A place where 
the spirit of individual and community excellence prevails. 


This brings me to one of the most important challenges 
we face in the Ministry of Culture and Recreation -- that 
is the equalization of cultural and recreational opportunities 
across Ontario. 


And this is of particular significance to you and 
to communities like Kingston. 


Obviously equalization doesn't mean that we will 
set out in the months ahead to build a string of new 
theatres or opera houses....Olympic-class swimming pools 
or pocket editions of the Royal Ontario Museum or the 
Science Centre. We couldn't afford that -- nor, for that 
matter, do we need it. 


Instead, we intend to support local efforts to 
expand resources, develop talent and provide facilities 
to meet local priorities for culture and recreation. 


This is consistent with two major objectives of 
our government....we want to strengthen priority setting and 
decision making at the local level to provide incentives to 
attract and retain employment in and the vitality of 
communities outside our major centres of population. 


In this way, we will further the government's 
objective of ensuring that communities and individuals 
with limited resources benefit fully from our programs. 


And heritage preservation is one of these concerns 
and I would like to turn briefly to the bill which I 
will shortly ask Her Honour to formally proclaim. 


The purpose of this legislation I think is 
spelled out about as succinctly as possible in its 
full title. It is called An Act to provide for the 
Conservation, Protection and Preservation of the Heritage 
of Ontario. There was some interesting discussion during 
debate as to just what "heritage" means, and whether or 
not it may have too broad a meaning. Well, it seems very 
simple to me -- our heritage is the past accomplishment 
of our civilization, and no narrow definition does it 
justice. This act deals specifically with the 
preservation of our physical heritage -~ buildings and 
structures of historical value and/or special 
architectural interest. 


(more) 
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The Act suggests conservation, protection and 
preservation can best be approached in three different T-9d 
ways: 


- First, it seeks to support the growing 
interest we have seen at the local level by empowering 
municipal councils to designate individual properties 
of historic and architectural value for preservation. 


It also enables them to proclaim Heritage 
Conservation Districts, streets or neighbourhoods 
within a community which are worthy of special attention. 
While safeguarding the rights of property owners, it also 
provides measures to delay the hasty alteration or 
demolition of such properties to give time for a 
conservation scheme to be worked out. 


- Secondly, the Act requires everyone 
carrying out archaeological exploration or other field 
work to be licensed, so that we may protect the province's 
prehistorical and historical heritage of artifacts. 


- Thirdly, it re-establishes and strengthens 
the powers and programs of the Ontario Heritage Foundation, 
originally created eight years ago, SO that it may 
intensify its efforts to acquire further historic 
properties while also assisting municipalities in 
pursuing conservation projects of a more local nature.

Last Fall, the Honourable William G. Newman, 
Minister of the Environment, announced the preparation 
of a Model Municipal Noise Control By-Law which would 
permit municipalities to meet their expressed wishes 
to control local noise. Because authority under 
The Ontario Municipal Act limited the scope of noise 

ea control by-laws that municipalities could enact, he 

introduced an amendment to The Environmental Protection 
Act which will permit municipalities to adopt appropriate 
noise control measures. The Bill has received Royal 
Assent and will come into force on a day to be named 
by proclamation of the Lieutenant Governor. To this 
end, a Model Municipal Noise Control By-Law has been 
drafted for review by, and discussion with, municipalities. 


A draft copy is attached along with support 
information. Please arrange for appropriate distribution 
and discussion within your Council and organization. 


Within the Ministry, the technical expertise 
in acoustics lies within the Noise Pollution Control 
Section of the Pollution Control Branch and it was this 
Section, in co-operation with the Legal Branch, that 
has developed the working draft. The By-Law is the 
result of considerable investigation and study involving 
review of existing legislation and administrative 
arrangements at municipal and provincial (state) levels,

Dear Sirs: 


The blanket of snow and ice now covering the province, ! would 
remind you, contains the threat of flooding for our streams 
and rivers at spring breakup time. Rapid snowmelt or heavy 
spring rains have in the past inflicted severe damage on many 
parts of Ontario. Effective action against this danger can 
only be achieved by organizing protective measures well in 
advance. 


it should also be brought to your attention that storm surges 
and high waves are a potentially serious flood threat again this 
year on Lakes Huron, St. Clair and Erie, where water levels 
remain abnormally high. Municipalities bordering these lakes 
should be prepared to initiate protective or remedial action at 
short notice in the event of an emergency. 


it is therefore suggested that immediate attention be given to 
ensuring that your Municipal Council Committee on Emergency 
Planning has developed an operational procedure and is prepared 
to take action should the threat of flooding develop. The 
inventory of all equipment which can be made available quickly 
in the case of emergency should be checked and updated. River 
watchers, whose duty it will be to report the dangerous rise of 
the river to a central office should be alerted to the need for 
careful attention in the event of rain or sudden thaw. 


Those persons responsible for emergency flood action should 
maintain a careful watch on daily weather forecasts for informa- 
tion on the development of adverse conditions. More detailed 
information regarding both weather and streamflow can be obtained 
from Mr. D. N. McMullen, Hydrometeorologist, Conservation 
Authorities Branch.

DECISION OF THE BOARD delivered by A. H. ARRELL 


This is an appeal bv Lillian G. Fercuson. Everett Chrvsler and 
Edith Chrysler from a decision of the Land Division Committee of the 
Regional Municipality of Peel, who dismissed their application for a 
severance of a parcel of land having a frontage of 53 feet on Brooks 
Drive and an area of 7,186 square feet. The reasons of the committee 
were as follows: 


“ Not considered to be in keeping with the neighbourhood 
environment. 


After hearing the evidence, I concur in the decision reached by 
the committee. I feel the proposed lot, even though it complics with 
the zoning by-law, is not in keeping with other lots in the neighbour- 
hood, particularly with the lots abutting Brooks Drive. 

In a decision delivered under Board's file R.741138 I expressed 
the view : 

“My own opinion is that when the Legislature imposed 

Statutory part lot control it intended that severance 
of lots on a registered plan of subdivision should 
not be granted lightly, and that it was not sufficient 


to show that if a lot were severed, the lots to be 
created would comply with the zoning by-law.

Dear Sirs: 


The Ontario Conference on Local Government exists solely to provide courses on 
citizen education in local government. AS you are aware, we feel that an informed 
public in the basics of local government will enable the electorate to be more 
knowledgeable about this important level of government. To this end, we assist 
local organizations in conducting basic courses in local government in their 
communities. 


The operation of these courses is handled on a voluntary basis, by representatives 
of the member organizations listed below. It is through their efforts and time, 
as well as those of our speakers, that enables the courses to be as successful 

as they have been. 


Basic overhead costs must be met, and because our operation is almost totally 
voluntary, we have been able to keep the costs to a mimimum. This is where the 
local municipalities have come to our assistance by contributing small grants, 
which totalled $2,300.00 in 1974. 


In answer to their request, we presented the Provincial Government with a two-fold 
policy on grants- 1) a sustaining or general grant of approximately $2,000 per 
annum to help to cover costs of maintaining what the Executive of 0.C.L.G. considers 
is the main purpose of 0.C.L.G., that is, the conducting of basic courses in local 
government for the citizens of Ontario in order to carry out the three-fold purpose 
of the Conference and 2) special projects - we have a responsibility also to the 
citizens to highlight positions w are current and which require special treat- 
ment and study (such as the highly successful "Women in Local Government Project" 
completed in 1974) and (the advanced course seminar just completed last week). 

In these cases, we feel that we should seek out other sources of revenue; such 

as self-sustaining, partially self-sustaining; special grants or perhaps a special 
grant from the government for a specific purpose. 


However, as no answer has been forthcoming from the Province as of this date, we 
are once again approaching the municipalities for assistance in meeting our yearly 
expenditures. We would therefore request your council to consider a grant to 

0.C L.G. in the range of $50-$100. This would be most sincerely appreciated. 


Thanking you for your attenton to this request, I look forward to hearing from 
you at your earliest convenience.

“On November 20th I appeared before the Executive Committee 
and requested that the City oppose Consumers’ Gas increase in the rate 
of rental equipment which was to come into effect on December 1st. 
That increase was made without any reference to the Ontario Energy 
Board since it was Consumers’ Gas’ opinion that such increases are not 
within the jurisdiction of the Ontario Encrgy Board. The Exccutive 
Committee agreed to support my opposition to the rate increase, pro- 
vided the Ontario Energy Board accepted jurisdiction. It so advised Mr. 
Alan M. Schwartz, counsel engaged by the City to represent it before 
the Ontario Energy Board. 

“] met Mr. Schwartz on the day of the hearing and discussed with 

ea him some of the implications of the whole rate hearing, as well as my 
eyhmircion We agreed that the Energy Board Act was quite restrictive; 
that, since the Board had taken rental rates into consideration for its 
interim decision, there was a possibility that it might acccpt jurisdiction. 
"She decision of the Board was that Scction 19(1) of the Ontario Energy 
Board Act did not permit it to accept jurisdiction over the rates of 
rental equipment and was, therefore, unable to act on the submission. 

“Mr. Schwartz and I agreed that the Board was probably correct 
within the framework of the present legislation. However, legislation 
can be changed and, as a result of the Ontario Energy Board's decision, 
it is my hope that Council might request the Minister of Energy for 
an amendment to the Ontario Energy Board Act which would broaden 
its jurisdiction and permit it to enquire into all matters concerning 
energy-producing utility companies and their relations with consumers. 
It is quite possible that there are other steps which Council should take 
to protect the Toronto consumcr and I would suggest that the Executive 
Committee or the Urban Renewal, Fire and Legislation Committce 
meet with Mr. Schwartz to discuss with him the implications of the 
present hearing and possible action that might be taken by City Council.

In 1974 came our "Rags to Riches" draw, commissioning of the publication 
of a 127 page "Mississauga As a City" book and the running of a fourth "Little 
Grana Prix", once again an award winner in regional project competition. 


1975 tims far has been an effort to revitalize a weary membership and 
th this task now accomplished we continually look forward to the opportunity 
solve a community problem, help where needed and grow with the new City of 
Mi ssissauge.

The CSMCA executive wish to recognize and express 
their appreciation to all who contributed to the successful 
resolution of the new secondary land use Dlan for the 


Lakeshore Community Area in Ward 2. 


Considering the diversity and apparent incompatibility 
of interests represented by groups ranging from ratepayers, 
developers, landowners, city and school board officials and 
municipal and provincial planners, the odds against achieving 
such a resolution were truly formidable. We do not wish to 
Giminish the role played by hundreds of people involved in 
discussions, arguments, public meetings and presentations 
over the past four years, but the determination and effort 
exhibited by particular groups and individuals these last 
six months of negotiation is, in our experience, unique 


in municipal government. 


The key to the peaceful resolution of the dispute was 
our Ward 2 Councillor, Mary Helen Spence. Her ability to 
gain the trust and confidence of citizen groups and developers, 
and her undaunted determination spearheaded the negotiations. 
During its first year of office, the new City Council received 
much criticism but without their patient support and, in 


particular, their new philosophy towards citizen participation,

The early support by Mayor Dobkin was evident through 
the freedom granted to key staff members to work on this 
project - the City Manager, Frank Markson, the Commissioner 
of Recreation, Ed Haliday, and other department heads. 
Special mention must be given to the Mayor's assistant, Dr. 
Gordon Watt, and the City Solicitor, Basil Clark, both of 
whom gave of their time, talent and effort well beyond the 
call of duty. The Planning Commissioner, Russ Edmunds, and 
his staff whose straight-forward sincerity kept the new 
developing plan at realistic and achievable levels, pioneered 
new development considerations, controls and agreements, all 
under unbelievable time deadlines. There were also complex 
negotiations with the Peel Board of Education completed at 
the last minute only with the excellent work of Ward 2 Trustees 
Ted Humphreys and Margaret Marland, and planning staff member 


John Grenius. 


The executives of the twelve ratepayer associations and 
citizen action groups in Ward 2 deserve great credit not only 
for their sustained effort over the long period of time but for 
their willingness to listen, learn and communicate; and 
ultimately their recognition of total community goals over back- 
yard complaints. Their continued volunteer input into the 
planning issues of the area has already done much to break down 
the "Metro dormitory philosophy” into a developing sense of 


pride and interest in the local community. 
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The role of the five major developers in the area must 
not be overlooked. Their willingness to consider planning ait 
alternatives and to provide considerable planning assistance 
at a time when the outcome was dubious at best, together with 

their acceptance of continued citizen input and new environmental 


priorities, augurs well for the industry. 


While some persons have labelled the new plan somewhat 
degradingly "a compromise", the CSMCA executive believe that 
such a "compromise" is essential if we are to ensure a well 
balanced blend of planning principles and the opvvortunity : 
to develop a true sense of community. What single group, 
be they ratepayers, developers or professional planners, 


has the “perfect answer"? 


The level of involved participation in the new plan 
was remarkably well evidenced at the OMB hearing in February 
where a host of municipal lawyers and planners argued for 
a full week before an audience of citizens, owners, developers, 
consultant planners, representatives from the Ministry of 
Housing, the Mayor and three City Councillors. The new plan 
belongs to us all and the manner in which it was achieved 
hopefully will set the tone for co-operative and imaginative 
planning in the future.

This letter is further to my letter of February 18, 1975 regarding 
the above subject. 


| would like to put forward a proposal to the City on establishing 

an outdoor ice rink in Thornlodge Park that would answer the problems 
outlined in my previous letter, would provide a skating surface 
acceptable to the community and would probably cost less than the 
present approach of using the tennis courts as the ice surface. 


The proposal uses the pond concept for a skating surface. It would 
entail excavating a concave circular surface that would end up 
looking like a shallow wading pool as per the diagram below.

The surface would not have to be paved but could be either grass or 
cinder. Also no boards would be required. This would allow for easy 
Flooding as well as retaining the water when mild days come along, thus 
allowing refreezing when the temperature once again falis below freezing.

The only problem to overcome would be of drainage of rainfall during the 
of f-skating season.

A MANIFESTO 


'A Cheshire Home is a place of shelter physically, and of encouragement 
spiritually; a place in which the residents can acquire a sense of 
belonging and of ownership by contributing in any way within their 
capabilities to its functioning and development; a place to share with 
others, and from which to help others less fortunate; a place in which 
to gain confidence and develop independence and interests; a place of 
hopeful endeavour and not of passive disinterest.’ 


Preamble 


A problem which has come increasingly to the attention of persons who 
work with physically handicapped patients is the lack of suitable home- 
like environments in which such persons might live out their lives. 


Those who have worked with congenitally handicapped children, the 
handicapped children themselves, and their parents, do a fine iob in the 
stages of active education and rehabilitation. Everything that can be 
done to help a child to be well-adjusted and educated, independent in 
activities of daily living, ambulatory if possible, and gainfully employed 
is done, up to the age of 18 or so. 


Then as a young adult, he or she returns to his home, and the concerted 
effort of the entire family at one time or another during the day may 

be needed to keep this one handicapped young person functioning (dressing, 
toiletting, transferring to wheel chair, getting him out of the house, 
into the car and to the place of education or work). if he has a job, 
members of the office or work place staff are mobilized to help the 

young person into the building in his wheel chair. By the time this 
handicapped young adult is ready to begin work, he and the people who 
work with him may have put in several hours of tiring and frustrating 
effort. 


The handicapped individuals see an urgent need for a choice of shelter 
where they can live together, protecting each other from loneliness, 
sharing and receiving help from the able bodied in the activities of 
daily living and transportation, and achieving life-time physical 

and emotional security as well as a normal social interaction with 
others. 


Such homes exist in England, having been established after World War tl 
by Group Captain Cheshire. In England, sixty homes are now established, 
with varying numbers of residents in each, and there are also sixty 
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similar homes in twenty other countries. The Cheshire Home Foundation = 38h 
sent Mrs. Pamela Farrell to Canada in 1970 to explore the possibility 
of stimulating similar development here. 


Encouraged by the enthusiasm expressed by handicapped young adults, 
their parents and parents of similarly affected children, it was decided 
to try and establish a home in Toronto. We met with many individuals, 


handicapped and non-handicapped who have given enthusiastic support. —_— 


Persons to be served 


Our hope for the future is to provide a variety of homes in which accom 
modation can be provided for groups of handicapped men and women. Age 

at entry into the home might be from eighteen to fifty years; once having 
entered the home, the residents may Stay for the rest of their lives, 

if they so desire. To gain admission, the man or woman must be physically 
handicapped and require assistance with the activities of daily living. 
Admission is granted irrespective of race, religion or creed, social 
Status or ability to pay. He or she should generally be mentally alert 
and not so intellectually limited that he or she is unable to contribute 
to a family-life atmosphere. Selection of residents is normally done by 
an admissions committee, which includes representatives of the residents 
already in the home. 


Finally, each resident would contribute as much as he or she can towards 
his living expenses. Inability to contribute should not prevent admission. 


Thus, the population can be expected to be composed of young adults either 
confined to wheel chairs, or able to ambulate with such aids as braces 

Or crutches. They should be in a reasonably stable physical state -- that 
is, the handicapping condition is static or only slowly progressive. 
Frequent disabilities are C.P., Spina bifida, spinal cord injuries with 
paraplegia or quadriplegia, muscular dystrophy, multiple sclerosis, or 
Friedreichs ataxia. Rehabilitation services are available in Ontario, 
both within the home and by the use of available outside services. 


Way of Life 


Residents are free to come and go, either on a daily basis, for week- 
ends or for vacations, trips, etc. 


if the opportunity arises, accommodation may be given for short stays to 
handicapped persons while their families and usual helpers are absent on 
vacation or because of i]Iness. 


Living arrangements should be generally as close to normal domestic set- 
tings as possible. Residents will have their own bedrooms, furnished to 
their own taste, with one or two to a room. Meals may be enjoyed together 
in @ communal dining room where the residents, if they are able, will 
@ssist with cooking and other domestic shores if they so desire. 


Work facilities or opportunities, should be arranged where possible, per- 
haps in a room set aside as a work shop where equipment such as printing 
press, duplicating machine, sewing machines, and carpentry tools can be 
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set up. Some residents may gO out to work, while others will be able IT 38&n 
to carry on gainful activities in the building. It will be expected 
that a certain number of the residents will be too severely handicapped 
to work at all - ability to produce therefore is not a condition of 
admission to the home. 


Social activities may be Organized by the residents for their own div- 
ersion, including trips. Involvement of the Outside community should 

be a critical part of life in the home. High school students, college 
Students, church groups, service groups and others may be asked to help 
with these activities, and to work on maintenance and upkeep of the 

house and grounds. In every aspect of life at the Home, volunteer help 
may be used whenever possible, to keep the costs down and, equally 
important, to keep new life and outside interests coming to the resi- 
dents. Since the home is for the residents, they will decide in which way 


volunteers can be used. 


The residents when possible will earn money for their own use and con- 
tribute to the finances and running of the home to the best of their 


The home wil] normally be administered by a committee which may employ 
a director, while it is the intention to encourage the residents to be 
as fully self-governing as is possible. Where medications are to be 
used, they should be under supervision of a registered nurse, or doctor. 
Each home should decide where these responsibilities rest. 


. (Information re Home Care Services can be obtained from the Ministry of 


Health). 


Medical Care 


The residents may continue under the care of their Previous medical 
specialist, where distance iS not an insurmountable barrier. In addition, 
arrangements should be made with local practitioners to Carry out routine 
physical examinations on admissions and at yearly intervals, who will also 
be prepared to give treatment and advice for minor illnesses, ailments 
and emergencies if they arise. Regular visits may not be required, but 

@ system of medical coverage should be available at al] hours. Acute 
emergencies of a more serious Mature should be dealt with by transporting 
the residents to the local hospital. it is advantageous to build up a 
relationship with the local medical and hospital services for these emer- 
gency conditions. 


Site and Building 


There are many choices, and a}} possibilities should be considered in an 
attempt to find the best solution, to suit the specific need of the group 
to be served. 


1) A big old town house. Ample space should be available in the building, 
but considerable expense can be incurred in making the house safe and 
economical to run. The residents would have the advantage of being 
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"in the heart of things", with a feeling of participating in the life Arata. 
around them, conveniently near public facilities such as shops, 
libraries, educational facilities (for evening adult classes) dcces- 
sible to them in their wheel chairs. The greatest problem with older 
homes however, is that they are difficult to make entirely fire-safe. 


2) A custom built home - here convenience, economy, and ideal facilities 
can be built in, but the capital expense may be considerable. 


3) The possibility of a purpose-built home or units being incorporated 
into a public housing project should also be considered, as this offers 
an “integrated alternative'' and provision of personal care services 
may then become of greater concern. 

Whether a building is to be specially built, or an existing one adapted, 

great importance should be placed on the installation of facilities which 

enable the residents to experience maximum independence. Every means of 
enabling them to take care of themselves should be provided. The design in 


general should be concerned with ease of maintenance and assisting residents 
in becoming as independent in function as possible. 


In the design, building and running of the home, every economy should be 
considered. The cost should normally be less than that of a nursing home. 


Tentative Programme for Cheshire Home 


From initial experience, it can be assumed that a proposal for a new Cheshire 
Home might consist of a building including the following accommodation: 


1) 5 - 25 persons approximately - distributed to include single bedrooms, 
and some two bed rooms. 


2) Administrator's suite (permanent live-in accommodation) - or alterna- 
tively, day staff office and lounge area. 


3) Several sitting rooms, of various sizes. 


4) A dining room capable of seating up to 35 persons, including wheel 
chairs (depending on the size of the Home). 


5) Craft room, activity spaces and/or workshop and library. 


6) Kitchen - large enough to allow handicapped residents to participate 
in meal preparation. 


This programme could include some of the following services and space, If 
these are not available in other nearby facilities. 


1) Garden area or outside sitting space, and general recreation area. 
2) Physiotherapy services. 


3) Laundry - this service may be provided in the Home or elsewhere such 
as a hospital or commercial] laundry. 
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NOTE: The preliminary overall size will be determined by the above we? 2 
considerations, and since each site will vary and have specific zoning 
requirements, a building of three storeys could be contemplated with 

an elevator capable of taking a hospital size bed, or a single storey 

building without an elevator, if adequate land were available. 


Smaller size Homes might be considered in the region of 10 beds. How- 
ever, some studies would be necessary to establish the best size based 
on running costs. It is possible that a number of satellite units 
could be related to a central facility, in order to retain identity 

for each individual “'Home''. A hostel type building with some units 

for handicapped persons, plus necessary services, may also be a reason- 
able alternative. 


Planning Considerations 


3) In designing homes for the handicapped, an average area per person 
for preliminary planning purposes, may be between 375 - 475 sq. ft. 
‘depending on the total auxiliary accommodation required, including 
bedrooms and circulation space, etc. 


2) Based on an assumption that up to 25 residents may be planned for, ~~ 
’ the total anticipated area of building could therefore be between:

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Some of the running cost deficit will be carried by the Ministry of 
Community and Social Services if the project has received its initial 
co-operation.

History in Canada - 


The Cheshire Home Foundation received its Charter under the Charitable 
Institutions Act in June, 1971, is registered in the Province of Ontario and 
also has a full set of by-laws governing its operation. Under this Charter, 
the Foundation is permitted to set up steering committees with the object of 
Starting and operating “‘tomes" under the Cheshire philosophy throughout the 
Province, once they have been accepted by the Board of the Foundation. 


Provincial Directors wil! act as an advisory group to any new steering 
committee or groups, coming together in order to achieve this purpose. We 
also have Provincial Trustees who have given their names to our cause, and 
are called upon from time to time as ‘resource people’ when needed; they 
provide advice and stimulus in special functions such as fund raising and/or 
local publicity, especially with new and emerging committees. 


Steering committees are usually loosely formed initially, from among the 
interested people in an area; from amongst these a chairman is appointed, 
and as required a secretary, a treasurer, etc. As the group gains momentum, 
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this initial committee may be further subdivided into a Fund Raising TE 3% 
Committee, a Publicity Committee, a P.R. Committee, etc. 


Once a project is nearing completion, a management committee is 
usually formed; this may also be further broken down into a fund 
raising committee, a house committee, an admissions committee, etc. 
At the time of opening of a new home, the "Home! generally becomes 
en autonomous unit under the auspices of the management committee, 
together with the participation of the Director and residents of the 
“Home'', bearing in mind its constant affiliation with the Foundation 
and its objectives. 


The Provincial Directors are available to provide information, advice 
and encouragement. In addition to the Directors themselves, the Foun- 
dation also has an Honorary Medical Advisor and an Honorary Architect 
and Lawyer who will give advice and guidance on request in their 
specific areas of knowledge. 


The first Toronto Home is a pilot project at 11] Lowther Avenue, which 
has been named McLeod Cheshire Home. This caters to 5 or 6 handicapped 
young adults. The property is an existing three storey house in a 
residential district, and our experiences in setting this house in 
order and now keeping in touch with the day to day operations, provides 
us with invaluable experience for the Homes to come. 


This Home was officially opened on June 21, 1972 by Group Captain 
Leonard Cheshire and the Right Honorable John Diefenbaker. This is 
the first Cheshire Home opened in Canada and the North American Conti- 
nent and represents the beginning of what may be a network of Homes 
serving the handicapped throughout Canada.

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This letter is an attempt to bring you up to date with important dev- 
elopments in connection with estadlishing a group home for handicapped 
adults in Peel Region, supplemental to the "Brief History" circulated 
earlier this month. 


The founding directors met in the office of Col:man, i:cTavish on Tuesday 
evening, February 18th for the purpose of ap proving a charter, and to 
complete application for incorporation as an Ontario non-profit charitable 
Organization under the Style "Peel Cheshire Homes Inc.". Coleman, McTavish 
have consulted with the SOliicitors acting for h.cLeod House in Toronto to 
gain the benefit of their experience to form a charter for the new corpor- 
ation. The above name was Sejected with the intent that the particular 
house under consideration in Streetsville be given a name of its own, and 
the corporate name could be used to facilitate other projects within the 
Region 2s weil. 


An offer to purchase the house at 361 Queen Street South in Streetsville 
ata figure of $105,000 has been Submitted by Father “ndrew Hutchison in 
Trust, with right to assign to the new corporation, anj has been accepted 
by the vendors, fiichael and Diane Marcin. The agreenent is conditional 
upon the approval of Central Mortgage anJ Housing financing (C.M.H.C.) and 
operational supoort from the Ontario -iinistry of Connunity and Social 
Services, within a period of twenty days. This gives us a deadline of March 
10th to meet the conditions of the agreement. Mr. Frank Van de water was 
kind enough to lend the directors $1,000 as a refundabl2 down payment to 
accompany the offer. 


Mr. Van de water has under ta.-en responsibility for consultation with Mr. 
David Pitt of the Ministry to arrange inspection of the house and the 
requirements of the ministry for rehabilitation of th2 Suilding to render 

it suitable for our purposes, He has further undertaken to arrange for con- 
Sulting architects to inspect the building on behalf of the directors, and 

to complete and file C.M.H.C. form 301, and such applications as are required 
by the :‘inistry. Other directors present offerred full cooperation to Mr. 

Van de water in any and all of these undertakings. 


It was the consensus of the directors present that Fr. Hutchison should 
continu~ to act as Chairman, at least until such time as incorpozation is 
accomplished and officers duly elected. It was further agreed that meetings 
for the present should be on an ad hoc basis at the call of the Chairman. 


The expcrience of Cheshire Foundation Canada Suggests that approxinately 20% 

of total Start-up costs for a project of this sort nust be raised fron corporate, 
volunteer organization and individual sources. An early gestimate of $150, 000 
Start-up costs for our Project suggests a target figure of $30 - $40,000 to be 
raised ty the directors from the conmunity. A small interin conmittee of the 
directors headed by tirs. Joan Geurts is compiling information on service clubs 
and voluntary Organisations in the area, until such time as a director or dir- 
ectors should accept Tesponsibility for fund raising. 


The Toronto Star carried a notice of our project in the February 19th edition, 
and Mississznga News is presently preparing an article for early release.
